Sherman, the county-seat of Grayson 


county, is located not far trom the cen- 
tei of Die county, at the junction of the 
Houston & Texas Centnil and the Tiaris 
continental railiond.s 
JJy the middle of 


September of this yeiu, Sheiman will 
h»vt' two competing lines of railroad for 
St. Louis and the cast, with the comple- 
tion of the east line rotid now undei 
construction. She will alho have two 
competing lines to Houston, Gilveston 
and the Gulf coast. 
An effort is now 


being made, the success of which is 
scarcely doubtful, to have the M., K 
& T. Hallway extend its terminus tiom 
Dcmson nine miles soufh to Sherman. 


Ou the first of January last the popu 


lallon ol Sherman was 0,103, as appears 
by the census taken by the assessor — 
There arc two banks, one grain eleva 
tor, one cotton compress company, with 
a capital of $80,000, (which will handle 
this yeai's crop ot cotton,) one iron 
foundry, one cracker fnctoiy, and with 
one exception the finest (louring mills 
in the State. The piopcrty and build- 
ings of the gas company are worth 
$50,000. A charter for a street railway 
has been granted, and the track will be 
laid this fall. Austin College has been 
located at Sherman, and will be opened 
in September. The new court house is 
102 feet square, and is one ot the finest 
public buildings in the State. The mor- 
al tone of tho city is evidenced by the 
number and elegance of hci churches. 
The Methodists, Cumberland Presbyte- 
ilans, Christians, Episcopalians, Bap- 
tists and Catholics, are all represented, 
having good church buildings and large 
congregations. 


There are many varieties o± soil here, 


black, sandy, gray, chocolate and black 
waxy 
The latter answers very well 


for a boot-jack in wet weather. The 
crops this year me generally good—corn 
much better than an overage. JThe bulk 
of tho cattle hero consist of Spanish 
stock, common American stock, crosses 
from these, and a few fine bloods. Hogs 
are of the seven row stock, and like tho 
American eagle are noted for their long 
nose and nosing ao much. 


It has been the custom of many who 


left Macon county and settled in the 
West and Southwest, to write back 
glowing accounts of the country and ad- 
vise men to sell their farms and come 
and make a fortune in the west; and 
many have sold theii farms iu Illinois, 
and have been making raah ventures. 
Farming in Illinois was too slow and 
common-place tor them to satisfy their 
cravings .foi wealth; but alas! many 
who left good farms in Macon county, 
where they were making and saving 
money, would now considei themselves 
lortunatc indeed if they could bo placed 
back in the position which they desert- 
ed. I don't aim to encourage or dis- 
courage, but would say to nil, look be- 
foie you leap.
